| A bill to secure the better obser- 
Peas of the Lond’s Day has been 
}agreed upon by the special com- 
{ mittee, which has made extensive 
amendments to the original bill as 
submitted to it, cluefly by striking 
out clauses considered too stringent 
in their provisions and not  practi- 
/eable ino application to some pro- 


/vinees of Canada, with many of 
whose established customs it would 
interfere. The amended bill re- 
ported from the committee prohibits 
work and tratie on Sunday as fol- 
lows: Printing, publication and sale 
of any newspapers, “ provided, how- 
fever, that necessary oflice work may 
} be performed after nine o’elock in 
the evening of the Lord's Day for 
the purpose of facilitating the publi- 
cation of a Monday morning issue ot 
any daily newspaper” ; the opening 
(of any canals in Canada to traffic or 
business from six to ten on Sunday, 
but Gus provision may be suspended 
{in any year by order-in-eouneil after 
the Lith day of October. No rail- 
Way train is to be loaded at any 
railway station or moved from one 
station to another, nor any freight 
train permited to start from any 
railway station in Canada on Sun- 
day, except stich as are made up of 
live stock or perishable freight, and 
where the despatching of trains to 
relieve sufferers by accidents or fire 
is decmed necessary. But through 
passenger trains each way with their 
necessary connections shall be per- 
mitted on any trunk line in Canada, 
but merely local passanger trains are
